Hi  Nicole,  Jeff,  Wen  and  Leron 
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Hope  all  is  well  with  you. 

I just  got  back  from  a Trip  to  Milan  and  Paris  and  wanted  to  break  the  news  to 
you  personally  that  after  much  thought,  my  wife  and  I decided  that  we  cannot 
carry  the  burden  of  holding  on  to  the  land  on  Hollywood  Blvd  and  therefore  we 
have  now  sold  it  to  another  party.  We  are  happy  that  we  are  now  free  of  the 
financial  burden  but  also  sad  that  our  dream  hotel  project  can  no  longer  be  a 
reality. 

It  is  unfortunate,  but  this  proved  to  us  that  at  least  in  Hollywood,  the  small 
high  density  infill/transit  oriented  development  has  no  real  chance  and  a small 
group  of  individuals  with  threat  of  a law  suit  can  derail  an  otherwise  lovely  and 
much  needed  addition  to  the  urban  fabric  of  the  City!  My  wife  and  I always 
thought  that  our  project  would  be  welcomed  by  the  community,  and  it  was, 
but  never  imagined  that  an  overwhelming  majority  can  be  taken  hostage  by  a 
few  individuals. 

Although  we  had  the  full  support  of  some  of  you  in  the  Neighborhood  Council 
and  City  Council,  the  Planning  Department  under  threats  of  lawsuit  completely 
backed  away  from  supporting  us  at  the  eleventh  hour  and  the  planning 
commission  followed  in  their  footsteps  in  turning  down  the  project,  however 
apologetically! ! ! Every  one  of  the  commissioners  spoke  in  favor  of  the  project 
and  was  dumb  founded  as  to  why  Planning  had  made  a negative 
recommendation  on  such  a "Fine"  project.  Well,  I guess  we  could  have 
appealed  the  decision  to  the  City  Council  but  decided  that  we  just  don  t have 
the  financial  resources  to  deal  with  lawsuits  and  frankly  cannot  live  with  the 
stress.  Hence  our  decision  to  sell. 

This  journey,  although  very  costly,  has  been  a very  rewarding  one.  It  made  me 
grow  on  an  individual  level,  and  in  the  process  we  got  to  meet  wonderful 
individuals  such  as  yourselves  who  contributed  immensely  and  whose 
friendship  we  will  cherish  forever. 

I am  certain  that  as  an  Architect/Developer,  I will  cross  paths  with  many  of  you 
involved  in  Hollywood  in  the  future  and  hope  that  we  get  your  continued 
support  on  future  potential  projects.  This  property  is  now  handed  to  another 
entity  whose  plans  I am  not  exactly  sure  about.  They  may  do  a smaller  hotel  or 
choose  to  do  residential/mixed  use.  In  any  case,  if  we  are  the  architect,  we  will 
make  sure  to  bring  the  same  degree  of  integrity  and  quality  to  their  project. 
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Again,  Thanks  for  supporting  us  through  our  journey.  I really  appreciate  all 
your  efforts.
